A  strong  rapport 
has  grown  out  of  our  quest  for  students'  rights.  Faculty  mem- 
bers who  may  not  advocate  those  measures  we  have  tried  to 
promote,  respect  us  for  our  courage  and  applaud  the  exercise 
of  our  rights.  Most  of  us  have  accepted  the  responsibilities 
which  accompany  our  rights.  Through  this  acceptance  of  re- 
sponsibility, we  are  furthering  our  cause. 

Our  SGA  council  is  alive  and  acting  for  our  benefit.  With 
the  dawning  of  the  "New  Day",  we  can  look  forward  to  a 
brighter  tomorrow.  The  SGA  has  great  plans  for  next  year 
and  will  need  our  support  to  achieve  their  desires. 

Means  have  been  established  for  us  to  communicate  our  ideas 
and  feelings  to  others  on  campus.  The  Student  Welfare  Com- 
mittee was  started  for  the  benefit  of  the  studen*  body.  Students 
meet  with  members  of  the  Faculty  Council  to  discuss  their  point 
of  view. 

"Kampus  Vue"  was  given  a  new  impetus  for  fostering  this 
communication.  Publication  on  a  weekly  basis  allows  for  a 
wider  cross-section  of  student  views  and  for  a  broader  and  better 
coverage  of  campus  life.

Larger  enrollments  will  help  our  journey,  but  we  must 
move  more  quickly  and  cover  a  broader  area.  Next  September, 
we  must  be  ready  to  shoulder  our  burden  with  renewed  fervor 
to  continue  an  improvement  of  conditions  at  FSC. 

What  Color  Is  Pride! 


last  weeks  issue  Harriet  Hodges,  one  of  four  Negro 
students  on  campus,  gave  her  black  opinion.  It  was  a  very 
angry  and  candid  opinion.  She  stated  that  she  was  in  favor 
of  black  power  and  no  longer  willing  to  wait  for  adjustment 
to  and  acceptance  of  the  Negro  by  whites. 

Many  people  may  consider  her  comments  an  advocation  of 
black  nationalism  and  racism.  But  are  they?  This  same  de- 
terminism and  pride  of  ancestry  in  other  races  and  ethnic  groups 
is  considered  healthy  for  the  great  "melting  pot".  It  brought 
-about  the  creation  of  a  new  and  unique  individual  called  an 
American,  whose  life  revolved  around  an  integrated  cultural 
environment.  Her  remarks  also  stress  a  great  deal  of  personal 
pride.  How  many  of  us  would  accept  second  best  when  we 
are  capable  of  much  more  and  most  importantly,  how  many 
of  us  would  stand  by  and  allow  our  children  to. 

Although  Miss  Hodges'  personal  method  of  action  has 
not  yet  been  clearly  defined  her  goal  is  commendable.  I  hope 
that  through  further  study  and  insight  into  the  methods  of 
Carmichael  and  Brown  that  Miss  Hodges  will  choose  the  peace- 
ful and  reasonable  methods  of  Martin  Luther  King  Jr.,  how- 
ever the  choice  is  hers  to  make.  This  is  what  she  is  demanding; 
the  freedom  of  opportunity  to  choose  her  own  way  of  liv- 
ing. 

I  stated  earlier  that  Miss  Hodges  is  one  of  four  Negro  stu- 
dents on  campus.  When  one  considers  that  20%  of  the  popu- 
lation in  America  is  Negro,  this  miniscule  number  is  negligible 
in  proportion.  The  SGA  recently  passed  a  motion  to  rec- 
ommend to  the  administration  an  active  solicitation  of  Negroes 
for  enrollment  at  FSC.  Passage  of  this  motion  will  be  an  im- 
portant move  in  bringing  about  better  understanding  through 
integration. 


LETTERS  TO  THE  EDITOR 


To  the  Editor  of  the 
Kampus  Vue: 

I  read  with  interest  "A  Black 
Opinion"  as  stated  by  Miss 
Harriet  Hodges.  I  can  only 
sympathize  and  wonder.  There 
is  little  doubt  that  the  views 
which  she  expressed  are  those 
of  a  large  segment  of  the 
American  negro  population.  It 
is  understandable  and  unfor- 
tunate that  the  environment 
of  the  American  negro  should 
have  created  such  an  attitude. 

It  is  good  that  we  hear  a 
"Black  Opinion".  It  is  bad 
that  an  opinion  must  be  any 
color.  An  opinion  which  is 
colored  (black  or  white)  is 
necessarily  neurotic.  That  the 
negro  people  have  been  mis- 
treated, misjudged,  and  all  too 
ofiten  persecuted  is  one  of  the 
saddest  marks  of  world  history. 
That  it  should  continue  is  not 
acceptable.  The  "Black  Opin- 
ion" as  expressed  by  Miss 
Hodges  will  never  achieve  ne- 
gro freedom.  How  can  anyone 
who  is  knowledgable  about 
Dr.  Martin  Luther  King  state 
that  his  ultimate  goal  was  ne- 
gro freedom.  Dr.  King  was 
color  blind.  He  preached  love 
and  his  goal  was  brotherly 
love.  To  claim  him  as  a  hero 
in  a  trio  with  Rap  Brown  and 
Stokely  Carmichael  is  blasphe- 
mous to  the  memory  of  the 
man.  It  would  be  like  hold- 
ing up  Mahatma  Ghandi  and 
Adolph  Hitler  as  heroes. 

Martin  Luther  King  is  my 
hero  and  he  is  the  hero  of  all 
people  who  really  want  to  see 


peace  on  this  planet.    He  was 
not  a  negro.     He  was  a  man. 

I  don't  doubt  that  all  peo- 
ple who  have  skin  that  is  dark, 
have  a  just  complaint  about 
their  treatment  by  white  "so- 
ciety". They  have  reason  to 
be  bitter.  I  can  easily  believe 
that  Miss  Hodges  has  been  dis- 
criminated against  and  that 
her  parents  have  been  cheated 
of  their  due.  I  have  been 
sickened  as  she  has  by  people 
whose  minds  are  too  narrow 
to  understand  the  significance 
of  a  man  like  Dr.  King. 

Thos^  who  have  displayed 
their  bigotry  are  less  human 
for  their  actions.  I  hope  that 
those  negroes  who  have  suf- 
fered will  not  contract  the  con- 
tagion of  their  white  perse 
cutors.  I  would  hope  that  Miss 
Hodges  will  not  doubt  her 
white  brethren  when  they  are 
sincere  in  their  offers  of 
friendship.  To  refuse  to  give 
us  the  benefit  of  the  doubt  is 
to  prolong  the  sickness  which 
has  infected  our  society. 

I  can  understand  why  Miss 
Hodges  is  angry,  violent  and 
prejudiced.  I  don't  blame  her. 
I  only  wish  that  before  she 
would  write  off  all  mankind 
and  retreat  into  a  colored 
world,  she  would  reread  the 
text  of  some  of  Dr.  King's 
speeches.  He  had  a  dream,  it 
did  not  and  could  not  include 
a  closed  society  of  dark 
skinned  human  beings  apart 
from  their  brothers  with  a 
paler  complexion.

Each  little  department  has  a 
a  few  menial  Bureaucrats  who 
are  more  interested  in  their 
triplicate  copies,  the  work  they 
can  get  out  of,  and  how  soon 
they  get  tenure  or  a  promo- 
tion in  rank. 

I  believe  that  it  is  the  time 
for  all  of  us  connected  with 
FSC  to  decide  whether  this  in- 
stitution is  to  remain  as  a  voca- 
tional school  or  progress  to  the 
standings  of  a  college.  I  would 
define  a  college  in  this  con- 
text to  be:  a  place  where  the 
primary  interest  is  in  the  most 
efficient  method  of  procuring 
an  education,  raither  than  in 
the  most  efficient  v/ay  for  each 
bureaucrat  to  achieve  his  own 
aims. 

Perhaps  FSC  will  never  be  , 
a  liberal  institution  of  higher 
learning.  I  believe  that  most 
of  us  wouldn't  consider  it  one 
now.  But  I  hope  that  the  1968- 
1969  year  will  be  the  one  in 
which  some  of  the  changes 
that  are  talked  about  will  oc 
cur,  instead  of  the  usual  "it 
takes  time  for  changes." 

Some  good  changes  might  be: 
1.  a  cut  system  for  upperclass- 
men;  2.  a  rule  that  if  the  in- 
structor   is    not    in    class    ten
